Fascism in Mexico 


f\NE can. perhaps, trace the spread of the 
0 Fascist! movement to this continent in the 


new outbreak of revolution in Mexico. 
It is 


cenificant that among the abuses which the 
rebel manifesto alleges as ripe for correction 
bv the revolt is anarchy and lack of discipline 
in the federal army, and that the-land-owners 
of the states in which the movement started are 
flocking to the colors of the rebellion. Thus a 
distinctively 
conservative tinge in the new 


movement is perceptible, and doubtless its, ob- 
jects will become more clear as the situation is 
made plain. 


This is the not unnatural result of the dis- 


tinctly radical tendency of the present Mexican 
government. We have heard much about the 
spread of bolshevism in Mexico, and while there 
is no direct evidence that Mexican radicalism 
has any Russian connections, it cannot 
be 


doubted that there is a good deal of red theory 
and practice in the principles and practice of 
the Obregon government. The confiscation of 
private lands for distribution to the peons, dis- 
establishment of the church and looting of 
church buildings, 
with persecution of 
the 


church personnel, and the 
generally sympa- 


thetic -attitude toward labor disturbances of 
many sorts which have featured recent Mexi- 
can history is evidence that Obregon's radical- 
ism has something, at least, in common with 
that, of Lenin and Trotsky. The new revolu- 
tionary movement, then, corresponds to the un- 
successful white army efforts in Russia, the 
Fascist! movements in Italy and,in Spain. 


Reaction was beaten in Russia, and suc- 


cpoded in Italy and Spain. What will happen 
in'Mexico remains to be seen. Evidently the 
^nation is held serious in Mexico City, tor 
General Calles, Obregon's hand-picked candi- 
date for the presidency, has withdrawn his can- 
didacy and taken command of the armies sent 
against the reb«ls. But, the revolutionists start 
with a handicap, probably, of popular opposi- 
tion. Obregon has given Mexico a fairly strong 
government with the,first recognition of the 
common man's place in the state that Mexican 
history records. If the peons will fight at all, 
they will doubtless fight in Calles' army.

The British Elections 


PROTECTION proved a short horse in the 
1 British election, 'it has cost Premier Bald- 
win his majority in the house of commons, and 
no doubt will shortly escort him from oflice. 
Free trade, the policy under which the island 
became the greatest industrial center of world 
history, proved the rallying point for British 
liberals and labor alike. Even postwar diffi- 
culties with unemployment and vanished mar- 
kets could hot persuade the English voters that 
a high tariff was feasible. The English see 
Pretty clearly that for a country dependent 
upon outside sources for food, and unable to 
consume more than a fraction of what her fac- 
tories produce, a tariff wall means industna 
starvation. Even a qualified tariff arrangement 
which would include free trade with Britain s 
world-wide colonies looked too venturesome to 
tackle.

But the death of the protective policy and 


the probable fall of the Baldwin ministry is lew 
! significant than the gain of labor seats in the

house. By a respectable' margin over the UB- 
erals the labor party cinches its position as 
"His Majesty's Opposition." That is undoubt- 
edly troubling the tories a whole lot more than 
the defeat of protection. It involves the threat 
of a considerably more drastic departure from 
standard British policy than a protective tariff 
could ever be. For one thing the labor party 
made its campaign on a platform which in- 
cluded a capital levy to pay the British war 
debts-the confiscation of private property to 
wipe out the war burden now carried by npl 
and poor in taxation. It is the next step beyond
